States be, and he Is hei ehy directed and 
empowered to vse the entire land and 
naval fortes of the T'nited Plates, and to 
call into the a -tual service of the United 
Sta.tes the militia of the several states, 
to such Pxlcnt a? may be necessary tio 
carry these resolulions into effect. 


Fourth—That the United States hereby 


disclajms any disposition or intention to 
exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol o\ er pa'd island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination wiisn that is accomplished 
to leave the government and control of 
the island to ts people. 


This resolution was approved by the 


executive on the next day, April 20. A 
copy was at once commtinicp.ted to the 
Spanish minister at this capital, who 
forthwith announced that his continu- 
ance in ^Vashington had thereby be- 
come impossible and asked for his pass- 
ports, which were g-iven Islrn. He there- 
upon withdrew from Washington, leav- 
In-fr the protertion of Spanish interests in 
the United States to the French am- 
bassador and the Au.stro-Hungarian 
minister. 


Simultaneously with this communica- 


tion to the Spanish minister here. Gen- 
eral Wodford, the American minister 
at Madrid, was telegraphed confirmation 
i,f the text of the joint session, and di- 
rected to communicate it to the govern- 
ment of Spain with the formal demand 
that it at once relinquish its authonty 
and soveinment in the island of Cuba 
and withdraw its 
fo;ces 
therefrom, 


coupling thi? demand with" the announce- 
ment of the intentions of this govern- 
p-,ent as to the future of the island, In 
conformity with the fourth clause of tha 
resolution and giving Spain until noon 
on April 23 to reply. 


That demand, although officially made 


known to rh0 Spanish envoy here, was 
not delivered at Madrid.

POLICE CIRCULARS. 


ClimruotcrUtU-v of KtiKltlv* Crtmt- 


inilB ax Ald» In IilfiitlDcutiou. 


Among the ounositien in the detective 


branch of the New York police department 
In u small collection of sorupbooku inch us 
are used in business housoa to Ole invoiuei 
mid by collectors of newspaper clippings. 
Visitors to the detective bureau sea the 
rogues' gallery, hear tliu grewsome tales 
connected with the men and women whose 
pictures make the collection, and us th«y 
pass out of the room through the wire 
screen which leads to tho door they pass 
but never see the scrapbooks. 
To the de- 


tective department theso books we of great 
service, because they contain the circulars 
which have been received from other po- 
Hoe department*) giving descriptione of 
fugitives from justice and i>eopte who are 
"missing." 


The collection contains the names and 


descriptions of men who huve been cap- 
tured and are now doing "time" for tboir 
miiduedo, aud of souio who uro still at lar^e 
dodging und hiding and living in constant 
dread of being arrested. 
There are pic- 


tures with minute details as to personal 
appearance, habits, manners and peculiari- 
ties of inon in all vj;ilke of life who are 
wanted for all imaginable crimes, and a 
glance at the circulars shows bow com- 
pletely the fugitive criminal n»u»t disguise 
himself to escape ths detective. Beards 
may be taken off op allowed to grow, visi- 
ble gears may be oonc&aled and new scara 
may b» made, the use of glasses may be 
dispensed with in gome instances and 
glasses may be worn by those who do not 
require them for the purpose of disguise, 
features may be changed go that it would 
be difficult to recognize the person and da* 
fecta in speech or pronunciation may be 
concealed, but there are certain character- 
istics about most people which cannot ba 
laid aside, and these are usually looked for 
in the police circulars by those who are on 
the alert for the fugitive. 
One of these 


circulars describes a runaway thief, griviug 
all poiu&i as to age, height, ooiuplixlon, 
eyes, etc., and contains also this reraark: 
"Walka with head down and lonjt stride i 
talks always in a deep, coarse tons and 
Tory slowly. 
He always strangles in 


drinking whisky." 


A murderer is dsscrVbed as at) "all 


around bad man who would steel lead 
pipe or blow a safe and uses an oath with 
most every word." 


"This man," snys one circular, "will 


talk loud and put on a bold front whera 
he thinks people are timid, but when cor- 
nered ho is a coward. He is a coward-" 


Under the picture of a brntal looking, 


burly man who is wanted for murder ie 
this information, "He will apply for work, 
as a horseshoer and work a few days and 
then go on a drank." 


A oarefnl description is given of a mid- 


dle aged man who is wanted for forgery, 
and under the head of "General Remarks" 
tbe circular states: "Walk* fast, with lop- 
ing step. 
Will raise his shoulders and 


throw his head back at intervals while en- 
gaged in conversation." 


A man whowos once well known in BO- 


cial and financial circles in the city whera 
he lived and who ia now wanted there for 
embezzlement, is minutely described in a 
lor>g circular whioh contains alao H well 
executed portrait of tne fugitive: "He has 
the ways of a gentleman. 
While sitting 


he often places one foot under the chair." 


Among the hundreds who are spoken of 


in the circulars the following is a sample 
of the "easy" kind, because the fugitive 
can by no means conceal his Identity: 
'•His mouth is a elit Sn bis face. 
Has no 


lips. His ears have no lobes. Be draga 
his feet when he walks and has great dif- 
ficulty in looking one square in the faca. 
He hag neve? been in prison, but looks. 
like a convict ic citizen's clothes." 


"That man," said a police official, 


"must leave the country to keep out of tb.8 
'pen.'" 


"This man's weakness," roads one cir- 


cular, "is neckties and jewelry 
Ho will 


go hungry to buy showy things *•• .ear." 
A paragraph of that kind looks t -,uige In 
connection with the description of a man 
who is wanted for burglary.—Kew York 
Tribune.

abundant evidence pointing in that di- 
rection, but no actual demonstration, 
satisfying every one, has taken place.

forcement of a just a»3 advantageous 
peace could be thought of. 


Following the comprehensive scheme 


of general attack, powerful forces Were 
assembled at various points on our coast 
lo invade Cuba and Porto Rico. Mean- 
while naval demonstrations were made 
at several exposed points. On May 11 
the cruiser Wilmington and torpedo boat 
Winslow were unsuccessful in an at- 
tempt to silence the batteries at Car- 
lenas, a gallant ensign, "Worth "W". Bag- 
ley, and four seamen falling. These 
p-tevous fatalities were strangely enough 
among the very few which occurred dur- 
ing out naval operations in this ex- 
traordinary conflict. 


Several demonstrations occurred on the 


C«a«ts of Cuba and Porto Rico its prep- 
aration for the larger event. On May 13 
the North Atlantic squadron shelled San 
Jpan de Porto Rico. On May 30, Com- 
modore Schley's squadron bombarded 
the forts guarding the mouth of San- 
tiago barl>or. Neither attack had any 
material result. It was evid-ent that 
well orderefl land operations were indis- 
pensable to achieve a decisive advan- 
tage,.

bassador, who, with the assent of his 
government, had acted a* t,he ftfcndly 
representative of BpSniSh interests dur- 
ing the waf. On July 2611. Cambon pre- 
sented a communication signed by the 
Spanish minister of state, Inviting the 
United States t* state the terms upon 
which-lt would be willing to moke peace. 
On July 36, by a communication ad- 
dressed to the Duke of Almodovar and i 
handed to M. Cambon, the terms of this \ 
government were announced, substan- 
tially as in the protocol afterwards 
signed. On Aug. 10 the Sppnlsfi reply, 
dated Aug. 7, wan handed by M. Cambon 
to the secretary of state. It accepted 
unconditionally the terms Imposed as to 
Cuba, Porto Rico and an island of the 
Ladrone group, but appeared to seek to 
Introduce inadmissible reservations in 
regard to our demand as to the Philip- 
pine Islands. Conceiving that discussion 
on this point could neither be practical 
nor profitable, i directed that in order to 
avoid misunderstanding the 
matter 
should be forthwith closed by proposing 
the embodiment in a formal protocol of 
the terms upon which the negotiations fat 
peace were to be undertaken. The vague 
and Inexplicit suggestions of the Spanish 
note could not be accepted, the only re- 
ply being at present as a virtual ulti- 
matum, a draft of protocol embodying 
the precise terms tendered to Spain in 
our note of July 30, with added stipula- 
tions of detail as to the appointment of 
commissioners to ai-range for the evacua- 
tion of the Spanish Antilles. On Aug. 
IS M. Cambon announced his receipt of 
full powers to sign the protocol so sub- 
mitted. Accordingly on the afternoon of 
Aug. 12, M. Cambon, as the plenipoten- 
tiary of Spain, and the secretary of sta-te 
»s the plenipotentiary of the United 
States, signed a protocol. 


Immediately upon the conclusion of 
the protocol issued a proclamation of 
Aug. 12 suspending hostilities on the part 
of the United States. The necessary 
orders to that end were at once given by 
telegraph. The blockade of the ports of 
Cuba and San Juan de Porto Rico was in 
like manner raised. On Aug. 18 the mus- 
tet- out of 100,000 volunteers, or as near 
that number as was found to be practi- 
cable, was ordered. 


Pursuant to the fifth article of the 
protocol I appointed William R. Cay, 
'late secretary of state; Cushman K. 
Davis, William P. Prye and George Gray, 
senators of the United States, and White- 
law Reid to be the peace commissioners 
on the part of the United States. Pro- 
ceeding in due season to Paris they there 
met on Oct. 1 five comaiiissioners simi- 
larly appointed on the part of Spain. 
Their negotiations have made hopeful 
progress and trust soon to be able to lay 
a definite treaty of peace before the sen- 
ate with a review of the steps leading to 
its signature. 


I do not discuss at this time the govern- 


ment for the future of the new posses- 
sions which will come to us as the result 
of the war with Spain. Such decision 
•vrill be appropriate after the treaty of 
peace shall be ratified. In the meantime 
and until the congress has legislated 
btherwise it will be my duty to continue 
the military government which have ex- 
isted since our occupation and give to the 
people security m life and property and 
encouragement under a just and bene- 
flcie&t rule. 


As soon as we are in possession of Cuba 


and have pacified the island, it will be 
necessary to give aid and direction to 
Its people to form a government for 
themselves. This should be undertaken 
at the earliest moment consistent with 
safety and assured success. 
Spanish rule must bs replaced by a 
Just, benevolent and humane govern- 
ment, created by the people of Cuba, 
capable of performing all international 
obligations and which shall encourage 
thrift, industry and prosperity, and pro- 
mote peace and good will among ail in- 
habitants, whatever may have been their 
relations in the past. Neither revenge 
nor passion should Have a placfe in the 
new government. Until there is com- 
plete tranquility in the island and a 
stable government inaugurated military 
occupation will be continued. 


With the one exception of the rupture 


With Spain the intercourse of the United 


" States with the great family of nations 
has been marked-with cordiality, and- the 
close of the eventful year finds most of 
the issues that necessarily arise in the 
complex relations of sovereign states ad- 
Justed or presenting no serious obstacle 
to a Just and honorable solution by 
amicable agreement. 


The sympathy of the American people 
have Justly been offered to tha ruler and 
the people of Austria-Hungary by reason 
of the affliction that has lately befallen 
them in the assassination of the empress 
queen of that historic realm. 


Despite the brief 
time allotted for 
preparation, the exhibits of this country 
at the universal exposition at Brussels 
In 1S97 enjoyed the singular distinction 
of a larger proportion of awards, having 
regard :o the number and classes of 
articles entered, than those of othar 
countries. The worth c* such a result in 
making known our national capacity to 
supply the world's markets, in obvious. 
The Nicaragua canai commission un- 
der the chairmanship of Rear Admiral 
John G. Walker, appointed July 24, 1897, 
under the authority of a provision in thp 
sundry civil act of June 4 of that year 
has nearly completed its labors and the 
results of its exhaustive inquiry into the 
proper route, the feasibility and the cost 
of construction of an inter-oceanic cann! 
by a Nicaraguan route will be laid b° 
fore you. In the performance of it* 
task the commission received all pospiljli 
eoujt«sy and assistance from the gov- 
ernments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
•which thus testified their appreciation 
of the importance of giving a speedy and 
practical outcome to the great project 
that has for so many years engrossed the 
attention of the respective countries. 


It appears that the government of 
(Nicaragua, as one of its last scvereijrn 
nets before merging i!s powers in thosa 
of the newly formed United States of 
Central America has granted an optional 
concession to another association to be- 
come effect;-, c on the expiration of the 
present grant. It does not appear what 
surveys have .been madf m- wh:it route 
Is proposed under this contingent grant, 
so that an examination of tho feasibility 
of its plans is necessarily tint embraced 
in the rjport of the canal commission. 
All those circumstances suggest 
the 


urgency of some definite action by the 
congresses at this session if the labors- 
of the past are to be utilized and the link- 
ing of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans by 
a practical waterway is to be realized. 
That the construction of such a maritime 
highway is now more than ever indis- 
pensable to that intimato and ready in- 
tercommunication between our eastern 
and western seaboards demanded by the 
annexation of the Hawaiian islands and 
the prospective expansion of our infhi- I 
ence and commerce in the Pacific, and 
that our national policy now more im- j 
ppi-atlvolv th->n cvr-r ca!!.' To. Its co:.t:ol , 
by this government, arc. propositions 
which I doubt not thfl con=rrecs will dulv ' 
appreciate arid wlselj act upon.

The United States has not been an in-1 


dffl'erent spectator of the extraordinary I 
rvt'nla transpiring in the OhinoHC em- 
pire, whereby portions of its maritime 
provinces are passing under the control 
of various Kuropi'an powers; but the, 
prospect that the vtst commerce which 
the necessity of our 
citizens and the 


necessity of our staple productions for 
Chinese use has built up in those regions 
may not be prejudiced through any ex- 
clusive treatment by the new occupants 
has obviated the need of our country be- 
coming an actor In tho scene.

many have been set on foot. Meanwhile 
no effort has been relaxed to convince 
the imperial government of the thor- 
oughness of our inspection of pork prod- 
ucts for exportation and it is trusted that 
the efficient administration of this meas- 
ure by the department of agriculturs v/ill 
bp. recognized as a guarantee of the 
heal thf ulness of the food staples we send 
abroad to countries where their us« is 
lang-e and necessary. 
Th* experiences of the last year bring 


forcibly home to us a seuss of the bur- 
dens and the waste of war. We desire 
In common with most civilized nations, 
to reduce to the lowest possible point the 
damage sustained In fime of wair by 
peaceful trad* and commerce. U should 
be our object to minimize so far as prac- 
ticable this inevitable loss and disturb- 
tnce. This purpose can probably best | 
!be accomplished by an international , 
agreement to regard all private property 
at sea. as exempt from capture or de- 
Itruction by the forcts of beligerent 
powers. 


The secretary of the treasury reports 
mat the receipts of the government from

Our 
dutiable imports amounted to $324,635,- 
479, a decrease of $58,136,690 over the pre- 
ceding year, and' importations free of 
duty amounted to 5291,414,1". a. decrease 
from the preceding year ** ?90,524,068. 
Internal revenue receipts exceeded those 
of the preceding year by $24,212,007. 


It is estimated upon the basis of tha 
present revenue laws that the receipt's 
of the go\ernrr>ent for the year ending 
June t:u, IS'JS, will be $S77,874,647_, and its 
lexpenditures $GSP 874.C47, resulting in a 
deficiency of $112,000.000. 


The provisions rna3e for strengthening 


the resources of the treasury in connec- 
tion \\ith the war has given increased 
confidence in the purpose and power of 
the government to maintain the present 
standard and lias established more firmly 
the national credit at home and abroad. 
A marked evidence of this is found in the 
inflow of gold to the treasury. 


I renew so muth of my recommenda- 


tion of Det-Tnhpr, 1S97, as follows: That 
when any of the I'nited States notes are 
presented lor redemption in gold and ars 
redsemed in poKl such notes shall be 
kept and sni apart and only paid out in 
exchange for t;o!d. This is an obvious 
duty, if tl'e holder of the United States 
note prefers the sold and gets it from 
the government he shuuld not receive 
!ba,ck from the Ko\ernment a United

made all the more apparent when the 
government iesues an interest bearing 
o>bt to provide gr-ld for the redemption 
o!'

JOSEPH JEFFERSON, 


Hooks among those strange piles of the- 
atrical "properties" which occupy the 
back of almost every stage, it is little 
wonder that he himself should take 
kindly to the buskin and the mask. 


Such indeed was the childhood life of 


Joseph Jefferson, the uncrowned king 
of new world comedians, or, to use the 
more familiar phrase, "the venerable 
dean of the American stage." 


For four generations back his forefa- 


thers had been actors. His great-grand- 
father was an eminent English player 
and manager. His grandfather, who 
was born in Plymouth in 1774, came to 
the new world and when but 22 years old 
made his appearance in New York on 
the stage of the old John Street thea- 
ter. 


In the same way the father of this 


man who has immortalized "Kip Van 
Winkle," was born in Philadelphia in 
3S04, and in his time also was esteemed 
a very excellent actor, especially in 
"old man" parts. In addition to his 
histrionic ability Joseph Jefferson, Sr., 
possessed a great deal of artistic talent, 
being1 a skillful scene painter. Often in 
the early days when business was bad 
the actor would wield the brush ns a 
painter of signs and thereby replenish 
the exhausted family coffers. This ar- 
tistic ability was inherited by his son, 
who has found time to produce a num- 
ber of paintings far above mediocrity. 


The younger Jefferson—our own Jef- 


ferson of the genial heart and the mer- 
ry voice—has given some charmingly 
ingenuous glimpses of that early the- 
atrical life, with its mingled vicissi- 
tudes, disasters and pleasures. 


Speaking of his childhood memories, 


Mr. Jefferson in his 
autobiography 


whimsically says of the theater under 
whose shadow he passed his first years: 
"It was a rickety, old, frame building, 
with a broad gable, facing on a wide 
avenue and 
situated in the city of 


Washington. The door from our back 
entry opened Upon the stage, and as a 
toddling little chap in a short frock T 
was allowed full run of the place. So 
'behind the scenes' was my first play- 
house. And what a playhouse it was, 
filled with all sorts of material for the 
exercise »f my youthful imagination!" 


The great actor thus humorously re- 


veals those early influences which decid- 
ed what should be his future life work. 
In that rickety, old Wa?!iin'?!"n the- 
ater the youthful Jefferson played his 
childish games among gaudily paint- 
ed scenes of the bay of Naples, find a 
Tloman palace, and the dismal tomb of 
the nannlptn. anil th» rohhr-r«' f\v inlo 
which old Ali Baba used to lug the 
bags of gold he had stolen from the 
Forty Thieves. Here, too, he rem-rn- 
bprs seeing Fanny Keinble and Tyrone 
and Power, the Irish comedian, and 
many other great actors of the time. 


"These," says Mr. Jefferson, speaking 


of the stage properties amid which he 
played, "were the kind ot objects my 


ing been taken on 'in arms' as a proper- 
ty child in groups of happy peasantry. 
Naturally, therefore, I was stagestruck 
at an early age, and as I had a theater 
stocked with scenery and properties I 
could indulge my passion at a small ex- 
pense, especially as my stock company 
were volunteers, consisting of two little 
boys and their sister, who used to play 
with me on Saturdays. * * * Of course 
I was stage manager by the right of 
possession and had to compile all of the 
plays. The plots were vei y simple and 
made to conform with what set pieces 
wo could get at, or what properties we 
could secure and hide during the ab- 
sence of the property man." 


In such manner were spent the early 


days of Joseph Jefferson. Whenever a 
child was wanted on the stage little 
Joe naturally was appropriately dress- 
ed and decorated and brought forth. 
His first active 
appearance on the 


boards, however, was with that once 
illustrious knight of the burnt cork, T. 
D. Rice, who delighted our grandfa- 
thers with his then famous Jim Crow- 
sketches and dances. 
The little Joe 


had beheld theso wonderful dances and 
learned to imitate them. One day the 
comedian himself caught the child at 
his mimetic performance and straight- 
way 
insisted 
on his appearance in 


public. The child was put in a. big bag 
and carried on the stage by Jim Crow, 
where, during one of the comedian's 
jigs, he was dumped out head first be- 
fore the eyes of the astonished house. 
Then the little child of 4 years, dress- 
ed and disguised exactly as the big 
comedian, danced and sang in turn with 
his large confrere. The 
experiment 


was a great success. Peonies, sixpences | 
and shillings showered, down on the 
stage, and little Joe secured some ?24. 


A short time afterward the tiny acter 


was taken to New York, where he ap- 
peared in a most wonderful combat 
scene. This scene represented an Amer-

All this time the young actor had been 


earning by hard work and rough knocks 
that dramatic and theatrical experience 
which he was to turn to such good ac- 
count in later years. lie had already

From that time the rise of the ynnng 


comedian was rapid. ]n a few years he 
appeared in Philadelphia under the 
nuuifigempnt of Jlurton and afterward 
conducted the drama! it; performances 
of the J'eale museum in the Quaker 
City. 
After a season of this work he 


started out on his first star engage- 
ment. In New York he met and inar- 


"Rivals" and Dr. Ollapod in "The Poor 
Gentleman." 
The continued careful ex- 


cellence with which Mr. Jefferson did 
his work in these different parts not 
only gave him his well earned reputa- 
tion, but molded the very character of 
his dramatic work. 


In 1860 ho visited California, and the 


following year sailed from San Fran- 
cisco to Australia. 
At Sydney, Mel- 


bourne, Eallarat, Adelaide anrl Hobart 
Town his success w-as unconditional. It 
was not until May, 18G5, that Mr. Jeffer- 
son sailed from Melbourne for England, 
after an Australasian tour that brought 
him both gold and glory. 


Jt was while in London that he met 


Dion Boucicault, to whom $S suggested 
his pet idea for some adequate dramati- 
zaUon of the story of Rip Van Winkle. 
Tins .story, it is true, had already been 
dramatized several times, and Mr. Jef- 
ferson had produced a composite pro- 
duction by piecing together portions of 
these 
different 
dramatizations. 
This 


production took place in "Washington 
and was attended by but indifferent 
success. Years before this the actor had 
come upon the "Life and Letters of 
Washington Irving" in an old Dutch 
farmhouse in Pennsylvania, and 
the 


pregnant hint for a Rip Van Winkle 
drama was the result. TJoucicauIt took 
up this hint and did his work. The 
play was put on in London and ran 170 
nights at the Adelphi, after which it 
tourerl the provinces. 


Its unqualified success in America is 


well known. Equally well known is Mr. 
Jefferson's career since that success. 
Today he Is reported to be a millionaire, 
has estates in Louisiana and in New 
Jersey, and is tho most venerable and 
deeply loved figure on the American 
stage.

was the blouing over of the shanty

Hoosac tunnel in which 
Jane 


Whitcomb, the well-known character 
lives. The building blew over during 
the night, and in such a way that the 
woman was caught, unable to get out. 
The door and windows were stuck, and 
she was held a prisoner until this 
morning, when neighbors discovered 
her predicament and released her. She 
was not seriously injur d, a sever-

Due to Another Cause. 


Exception has boon taken to the 


article recently published in the Trans- 
cript in regard to the alleged slow- 
ness of the state board 
of health in 


acting on local cases of contagious 
disease. 
The 
letter 
printed 
below 


fiom Mr. Douifhton, agent of the locul 
board, explains the cause of the dclaj 
in the case referred to. The stale 
board was 
not 
responsible 
in 
the 


slightest degree, the tubes meant for 
that board having been mis-sent 
The 


injustice which was doii' the patient 
in this case by keeping her quaran- 
tined much longer than was necesh;u.>, 
sjems to ha\e been the result of a mis- 
take in sending which was not kno\\ n 
of at the time, a,nd which investigation 
did not reveal until after the article 
had been published. 
Here 
is 
the 


letter: 
Kditor of Thu Transcript, 


Dear Sir: 
In your issue of the 30th of Novem- 


ber, you have an article entitled "State 
Board is Slou 
Much Criticism of its 


Conduct," etc. 


In the article there are some very 


severe things said regaiding the state 
board which if true should call for a 
thorough 
investigation, 
but 
being 


familiar with nearly every case where 
a culture is sent I do not hesitate to 
say that the statement is alarmingly 
exaggerated. 
It is true that there is 


time enough in many cases for them 
to prove fatal before the state board 
can be heard from, for in many cases 
the patient is dying before a physician 
is called. I have had cases reported 
at this office and would start imme- 
diately to quarintine the house, and 
\vould find the patient dead when I 
arrived. 
Ever since the local board 


has furnished culture tubes to the 
physicians the state board has been 
very prompt in making its returns, as 
I think the majority of the physicians 
in the city will testify. 


In the particular case of the "woman 


who was kept from her children after 
all danger was passed" the tubes were 
sent November 19, for a negative cul- 
ture, and the physician did not report 
to this office until the 28th, that he 
had not received a report from the 
state board; I immediately wrote the 
secretary of the board in regard to it. 
Not receiving an answer by noon of 
the next day I wired him and the next 
morning received 
answer that 
the 


tubes had never been received. 
To- 


day, December 2, the 
state board 


telephoned that they 
received the 


tubes last night December 1, they hav- 
ing been sent in some way to Bellow's 
Falls. 


I send this communication in order 


that you as well as the public may 
know the exact particulars and also 
to show that the state board attends 
to the cases sent them in a prompt 
and thorough manner. It also sho-ns 
that it is well to be sure you are right 
before serious charges are brought.
